,£The first reports that the mayor 
had been shot by the gunman 
who failed to take tho life 
of 
President-elect Franklin D. Roose- 
velt were followed by speculation 
that a gangland plot might have 
been responsible because of Cer- 
raak's determination to drive all 
hoodlums out of Chicago before 
the World Fair opens in June,, 
only to be discounted later by of- 
ficials. 


While the mayor lay 
gravely 


•wounded in a Miami hospital the 
police 
continued 
the 
anti-gang 
irive ordered by the mayor some 
'me ago. 
Chief 
of 
Detectives William 
Schoemaker sent police squads in- 
to underworld haunts in searcn 
of suspicious persons. 


The detective chief 
also ord- 


ered the arrest of Jack "Ma- 
chine Gun" McGurn, reputed gun- 
man for the Capone gang, and 
William "Three- Fingered" White, 
both of whom were seized by de- 
tectives' last Tuesday, but who 
were released shortly before news 
of the 
attempted 
assassination 
reached Chicago. 


Miami officials were asked by 
Shoemaker to arrest 18 Chicago- 
ans reported seen in Florida re- 
cently.

Courtney, however, after a con- 
ference with police expressed be- 
lief that no gangland motive was 
responsible. 


"My only official interest," he 
*aid, "was to learn whether thera 
were any Chicago gangsters In- 
volved.

Saying he wanted 
$15,000, he

Before firing a bullet through 
head in an upstairs nursery 


police closed in on him, Lattin 
Iked up a Christmas card which 
d been sent to Sally Ann and 
upon it scribbled: 


"Goodbye mother. I can't stand 
to see you starve " 
Mis mother, Mrs. W. M. Tow- 
ers, whose different name was ac- 
counted for by a second marriage, 
.became hysterical when informed 
of her son's death.

Acting upon their own initiative, 
white house secret service guards 
threw extra piecautions nound 
the chief executive even before 
word of the Miami shooUng was 
relayed to him. This added watch 
as continued as Mr. Hoover re- 
ceived by his own request more 
details of the attempted assassi- 
nation. 


"I am deeply shocked at the 
news. It is. a dastardly act." 


These were the words of the 


president as he and members of 
the white house family were awak- 
ened last night by the startling 
report from the south. 


The chief exxecutive's fieep feel- 
ing was felt all through official 
and 
unofficial 
Washington. 
On 
every street corner 
as 
details 
spread in an ever widening circle 
there were words of anger, shock 
and surprise. 


Speaker Garner, the vice-presi- 
dent-elect, was awakened and ex- 
pressed his disturbance over the 
news. 
Friends of Mayor Anton 
Cermak of Chicago, one of those 
shot, poured out their sympathy 
and regret. 


The president himself had re- 
tired early last night. 
Suddenly 
the communications office of the 
executive mansion burst into jang- 
ling activity.

DISTRICTS BY BILL 


Under a bill being considered by 
the re-districting judiciary com- 
mittee of the Texas Legislature, 
the 
Thirteenth 
judicial 
district 
court composed of Navarro county, 
Texas, will be abolished and Na- 
varro county will be divided be- 
tween the district courts of Hill 
and Ellis counties. A hearing was 
held Tuesday night with repre- 
sentatives present from Navarro 
and Ellis counties, it was revealed 
here Thursday. 


There will be more than twenty- 


five district courts abolished, ef- 
fective Sept. 4, under the terms 
of this emergency bill under con- 
sideration, with the district judges 
of those districts eliminated. The 
bill is House Bill No. 283. The bill 
is for the re-apportionment of the 
district courts of Texas, abolish- 
ing courts and re^^rranging the 
districts amending Atricle 199 of 
the Civil. Statutes of Texas. 
Navarro county will be paired 
with Ellis county in district 40 
and with Hill county In district 66, 
under the nrovisions of the bill 
being considered by the commit- 
tee.

In district 40, Ellis county terms 
of court will begin the first Mon- 
day in January and continue for 
nine weeks and with seven weeks 


Plans for Protection 
Of Roosevelt at His 
Inauguration Changed 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—W—Plans for protecting 


Franklin D. Roosevelt at his inaugural here March 4 
were being revamped today as a result of last night's at- 
tempted assassination at Miami, with expectation that 
congress will be asked to increase an appropriation for 
handling crowds during the inaugural parade. 


The "public order committee" arranged to "greatly in- 


crease" the force to be brought here from outside to sup- 
plement local police. 


Major E. W. Brown, superintendent of police, said 


that it had been planned to have 75 plain clothesmen 
come here from eastern and midwestern cities in addi- 
tion to 200 uniformed men from Baltimore.

I slid off 
he back of the car Into my seat. 
"Just then Mayor Cermak came 


forward and I talked with, him 


about a minute about Chicago In 
general. Then he moved off be- 
hind the car. Bob Clark (one of 
the secret 
service 
men) was 
standing right by him. 
As he 


moved away, a man came for- 
ward with a long telegram and 
started 
telling me what it con- 
tained. 
While he was 
talking 
I leaned forward. 
Just then I 
heard 
what I thought was a 
firecracker, then several more. The 
man talking with me pulled back 
and the 
chauffeur 
started 
the 
car."I looked back and saw Mayor 
Cermak 
doubled • up 
with Mrs. 


Gill collapsing. I told the chauf-

According to Repperger's first 


report, Zangara was a colabrese 
who 
came here from Italy 11 
years ago and settled in Paterson.

citizenship papers in Paterson and 
transferred to Local No. 23 in 
Hacqensack when he moved there.

No Intimate Friends.
